ee by tempeſts weearrined ſafely vppon 
n the Southweſt part ofthe great Ca- 
N I naties: within fcure e2 flue dates aſter 
| ue ſet laile fe; Dominica, the 26. of 
123 Ap2ill: the firſt land we made, wee fell 


with Cape Henry, the vetie mouth of 
the Bay of Chiſhapiacke, which at that pzeſent we little er- 
pected ,hauing by a crue!l ſtoꝛme bene put to the Nozthward: 
ancho2ing in this Bay twentie o2 thirtie went a ſhoze with 
the Captain. and in comming aboard, they were aſlalted with 
cert:ine Indians, which charged them within Piſtol! ſhot: in 
which conflig. C apt aine Archer and Mathew Morton were 
ſhot : wherupon, Captaine Newport ſeconding them, made a 
ſhot at them, which the Indians little reſpected, but hauing 
ſpeut their arrowes rety2ed withont harme and in that place 
was tie B. r opened, wherin the Counſell fo2 Virgen was 
nominateo:and atriuing at the pace where wee are now ſeas 
ted tte Counſell was ſwozne, the P2eſidenc clected, which foz 


that yeare was Paiſtet Edm. Maria Wing field, where was 
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made choice fo2 our ſtituation, a verie it place foꝛ the erea⸗ 
ing cf a great cittie, about which ſome contention paſſed be- 
twirt Captatne Wing field and Captaine Co ſnold, not with⸗ 
ſtanding all our p2ourſton was bꝛought a ſhoꝛe, and with as 
much ſpcede as might bee wee went about our te2tifica- 
tion, 

Che l wo and twenty day of Apzill,Captain Newport and 
nip ſclic with rtuers others, to the number of twenty two 
perſons,{ct tozward to diſcouer the Riuer ſome fifties? ſirtie 
unites.finding it in ſome places bzcader,4 in ſome narrower, 
the Counttie ( fo2themoſte part) on each ſide plaine high 
ground, with many freſh Speinges, the people in all places 
t1ndecly intreating vs,daunſing and feaſting vs with ſtlaw⸗ 
berries, Pulberies, Bꝛead, Fiſh, and other their Countrie 
pꝛouiſions wherof we had plenty: foz which C 1ptatne Ne wo 
port kindely requited theit leaſt fauours, with Bels Pinnes, 
Needles, beades 02 Claſſcs,which ſs contented them that his 
liberaliitte made them follow vs fromplace to plate, and euer 
kindely to teſped vs. Jn the midway ſtaying to refreſh out 
ſelues in alittle Jle fours 02 fine ſauages came vnto vs which 
deſcribed vnto vs the courſe of the River , end after in eur 
iournep, they often met vs, trading with vs fo2 ſuch pꝛouiſton 
as we had, and atiuiug at Arlatec ke, het whom we ſuppoſed 
to bee the chiefc King ol all the reſt, moſte kindely entertained 
vs, giuing vs in a guide to go with vs vp the River toPows 
hatan, of which plate their great Emperoꝛ taketh his name, 
where he that they honored fo2 King vſed vs kindely. But to 
linich this diſconerie, we paſſedon further, where within an 
ile we were intercepted with great crogay Clones Þ in midſt 
ofthe ruer,where the water falleth ſo rudely,and with ſuch a 
violence,as not any boat can pollibly pale , and ſo baoad dil 
perfeth the ſtreame,as there is not paſt flueo2 ſire Foote at a 
low water, and to the ſhoze ſcarce paſſage with a barge,the 
water flowcth ſoure fcote „ and the freſhes by reaſon ofthe 
Rockes bane leſt markes ol the inundations 8. 82 9.foote : 
The ſouth lide is plaine low ground, and the no2th fide high 
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mountaines, the rockes being of a grauelly nature, interlaced 
with many vains of gliſtcing ſpangles. That night we retur- 
nedto Yowhatan; the nert day( being Whitſunday after din- 
ner)wereturned to the fals, leaning a mariner in pawn with 
the Indians fo2 a gnide of theirs,hee that they honoured foz 
Lingfollewed vs by the tiuer. What aſternoone we trifled in 
looking vpon the Rockes and tiuer (ſurtherhe would not got 
ſo thece we ereced acroſſe , and that night taking out man at 
Powhatans,Cap. New port cengratulated his kindenes with 
a Gowu anda Batchet returning to Arſeteck e, and ſtayed 
there the next day to obſerue the height there. ſo with many 
ſignes of loue we departed. The nert day the Queene of Aga- 
matack kindely intreated vs, het people being no leſſe conten 
ted then the tet. and from thence we went to another place, 
(the name whereof J doe not remember) where the people 
ſhewed vs the manner of their diuing foz Muſſels, in which 
they finds Pearles. | 
Chat night paſſing by Weanock ſome twentic miles from 
our Fozt , they aeco2ding to their fo2zmer churliſh condition, 
ſermed little to affen vs, but as wee departed and lodged at 
the point of Weanocke, the people the next mozning ſeemed 
kindety ts content vs, vet we might percetuemany lignes of 
a moze Jealoaſle in them then bet oe, and alſo the Hinde that 
the King of Arſeteck had giuen vs, altered his reſolution in 
going to our Fozt , and with many kinde circumſtances leit 
vs there. This gaue vs ſome occaſion to doubt ſome miſchiefe 
at the Fo:t,yet Capt. Newport intended to haue viſited Paſ⸗ 
pahegh and Tappahanocke, but the inſtant change of the 
winde being fairefo2 our return, we repaired to the foꝛt with- 
all ſpeed, where the firſt we heard was that 400. Indians the 
day befoze had aſſalted the fozt,q ſuppꝛiſed it, had not Ood be · 
yond al their expea ations) by meanes of the ſhippee at whom 
 theyſhot with their Oꝛdinances #4 Puskets, cauſed them to 
rette, they had centred the fozt with our own men, which were 
then buũted in ſetting Cozne, their armes beeing then in dꝛie⸗ 


fats 4 fow ready but certain Gentle mẽ ot theit own, in — 
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confi c. moſt o? the Counſel was hurt. a ber llaine in the Pin. 
nas, and thu teene oꝛ fouttetne moꝛe hurt Waithall ſpeede ws 
pabiſadeed our Fo2t: (each other day) ſoʒ ſite 02 (eaten daics 
we had a\arums by ambuſcadoes, and feure 02 file cruelly 
wcunded by being ab20ad: the Indians leſſe wee know not, 
but as they repv21 thce wete flyin and atuers hurt. 

Captaint Neo hauing ſet things in o2der, (et ſaile fo; 
England the 22 of! June, leauing pꝛou ſion (oz 13. 03 14 
weeks. The dap be oꝛe the Ships departure, the King of Pa- 
mange lent the Indian that had met vs befc2e in our diſco- 
uct ie, to alluts vs peace, cut uit be ng then pali/atoed round, 
and all out men in good health and cou lot albeit, ihat thꝛog⸗ 
ſome dꝛſccatented hun. oꝛs, t did not ſo ong continue, ſoʒ the 
Pꝛeſitent and Captaint Goſnold, with the reſt of the Coun⸗ 
ſell, veing oz the meſte part diicontented with one anot her in 
ſo much, that things were neither carried with that diſcretion 
no2 any bnũnes eſteacd in ſuch good ſoꝛt as wiſdome would, 
noꝛ out owne good vnd ſaſetie required thereby , and thacugh 
the hard dealing of our Pꝛelident, the teſt 67 the couniell bce- 
ing diner hie affected th2ough his audacious commaund, and 
fo: Captaine attin, (albeit veriehoneſt ) and wiſhing the 
beſt good, pet ſo ficke and weake , und my ſelfe ſo diſgrat d 
though others mallice thzough which diſozder God (being 
angrie with vs inplagued vs with ſuch lain and licknes, that 
the iutvg were ſcarce able to bur p the dead:our want el ſufli⸗ 
tient and good viduals, withcontinuail watching , leute oz 
fiue each night at thzee Wulwarkes , being the chiete 
cauſe, cnely of @turgicn wee had gicat Nc2e, Where- 
on eur men weuld ſo greedily ſuifek, as it ceſt manye 
their lues the Sack uquauitie, and other pꝛeſetuatiucs foz 
cur healti, be ing kept one ſy in the P2clidents hands, fo2 hs 
owne diet and his few allocialts:ſhoꝛtly after Captaine Gol. 
nad fel cke, and within the werkes died, Captaine Nat- 
clifte being then alſo verie ficke and w⸗ ale, and my ſelfe ha- 
uing al'o taſted o the erttemitie therof,but by Govg alliſtics 
being well recouered, Kendall about this tune, ca diueis 
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reaſons tepoſcd ſtem being of the Ceuntell: and ſhoꝛtly aſter 
it pleaſed Ged(in our exttemity)to meue the Int ians to bꝛing 
vs Coꝛne, cie it was halſe ripe, to refreſh vs, when we ra- 
ther crpeced when they weuld deſtroy vs: about the tenth of 
September there was about 46. of our men dead, at which 
tune Captaine Wingefield hauing oꝛdꝛed the affaires in ſuch 
ſoꝛt that he was generally bated of ail, in which reſpect with 
ene tcenſent ie was depoſed fiem his pꝛeidentie, and Caps 
keine Rath ſſe attoꝛding to his courſe was cleded. 

Our pꝛetulien being now within twentie dayes ſpent, the 
Indians bꝛeuqht vs great ſtoze both ot Coꝛne and bꝛead tca⸗ 
dy made: endalſo there tame ſuch akcundance of Fowles ins 
to the Riuers as greatly refreſhed cur weake eſtates, wheres 
bppen many of cur weake men were pꝛeſently able to goea- 
bzcad.As pet we had no heuſes tocener vs, cur Tents were 
retten, ant our Cabbins woꝛſe then nought: our beſt com · 
modit ie was V2on which we made into little chillels, the pze- 
ident: and Captaine Martins cknes, conſtrapned me to be 
Cape Parchant, and yet to ſpate no paines in making houſes 
foz the company, who notwithſtanding our nuſery, little 
cea"ed their mallice, grudging and muttering. As at this time 
were moſt of our chiefeſt men either ſicke 02 diſcontented, the 
reſt being in ſuch diſpatre, as they weuld rather ſtarne and 
rot with idlenes, then be petſwaded to do any thing \o2 their 
owe relieſe without conftraint : cur vicualies being now 
within eighttene dayes ſpent, and the Indiaus trade decrea- 
ſing, J was ſent to the mouth ol p river, to Kegquouktan an 
Indian Cowne, to: rade fo: Cone, and tip the riner (02 Fiſh, 
but cur fiſhing we could not effec by reaſen of the ſtoꝛmy 
weather. The Indiars thinking vs neate famiſhed, with 
tareleſſe kindnes, ofited vs little pieces of bꝛead i ſmall hands 
ſulls of beancs 02 wheat, feza hatchet 02 a ſ iete of toppet: In 
the lie maner Jentertained their kind eg, and in lie ſco2ne 
effered them like commodities, but the Ct ildꝛen, c2 any that 
ſtewed gertrao2dinaty kindenes J liberally contented with 
fre? gifte, ſuch trifles as wel cõtented them: ünding this colte 
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comſo:t, J anchoꝛed befs2e the Zowne,and the nert day re. 
turned to trade, but God (the abſolute diſpoſer of all heattes 
altered their conceits, (02 now they were no 1c veſirous of 
eur commodities then we of their Cozne: vnder colour to 
fetch freſh water, J ſent a man to difcouer the Towne, 
their Coꝛne, and ſoꝛce, to trie their intent, in that they deſt» 
red me vp to their houſes: Which well vnderſtanding, with 
ſoure ſhot J vidted them, with ſich, oyſters, b;cxd ano derre, 
they kindly traded with me and my meu, beeing no leſſe in 
doubt of m intent, thcn J oftheirs, ſo2 well J nnght with 
twentie men haue fraighted a Dhippe with Cone: The 
Towne coutcineth eightzene houſes, pleaſantty ſeated vpon 
thꝛee acres of ground, vppon aplaine, halfe inuitoned with 
a great Bay of the great Riuer, the other parte with a Baye 
of the othec Niuer faliing into the great Baye, with a lit- 
le Ile fit ſoz a Caſtie in the mouth thereof, the Zowne 
adiopmng to the maine by anecke of Land of ſixtie yardes. 
TWith füxteene buchells of Cozne J returned towards our 
Fozte: by the way J eacountred with two Canowes of In- 
dians, who came absoꝛd me, being the inhabitants of waroſ- 
oy ac k, a kingdome on the ſouth ſide of the riuer, which is in 
bꝛeadth 5. miles and 20 mile oꝛ neate from the :nouth : with 
theſc I traded, who hating but their hunting pꝛouiſion, re- 
queſted me to teturne do their Towne, where J could load 
my boat with cone, t with near thittie buſhells J returned to 
the lozt, the very name wherol gaue great comfozt to our des 
ſpariug company: tune thus paſſing away ,t hauing not aboue 
II. dates vituals left, ſume motios wert made about our pꝛe⸗ 
ſidents 1 Capt. Archer going ſoz England, to pzocurea ſup⸗ 
ply, in which meane time we had reaſonablly fitted vs with 
houſes, and oux Pzeſtvent e Capt. \lartia being able to walk 
abꝛoad, with much adoit was concluded, that the pinnace and 

barge ſhouid gde towards Pow Hatan to trade fo; cone: Letts 
wert taſt who ſhould go in her the chance was mine, t while 
ſhe was arigging, J made a boiage to Topohanack, where a- 
riving,there was but certain women t chile en who led tom 
theichouſes, yet at laſt J 22ew them to dꝛaw nee, truck — 
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durſt not, coꝛne they had plenty, toſpoile I had1i9comiſſion: 
In my retuꝛnec to Paſpahegh, J trated with that churlith 4 
trechcrous nation :haning ioaded 10 63 12 buſhels ofcozne, 
they offred to take cur pieces and ſwoꝛds, vet by ſtelth,but le 
ming to dillike it they were ready to aſſault vs vet ſtãding vs 
pen our guard in coaſting the ſhoze,viuers cut of the woods 
would mect with vs wth cozn 2 trade, but leaſt we ſhould be 
tonſtrained either to induze onernmch w2ong 02 directiy fal to 
reuenge, ceing them dog vs, from place toplace,it being night, 
g our neteſlitie not gt loꝛ warres, we tocke occaſion toreturne 
with 10 buſhelis ofco:ne:Tap. Martin after made 2 iournies 
to that nation of Paſpahegh buteachetime returned with 8. 
02 lo. buſhells. All things being now ready fo; my iourney to 
Powhatan,fo; theperſo2zmance tyeccof, I had 8. men andmy 
ſelfe fo2 the barge ,as well fo2 diſcouetie, as trading, the Pin- 
nate, 5 Parrinets 12. landmen to take in our ladings at con- 
uement places. Thi 9 of Nouemiber ſet fo: watd foz the diſ- 
couery of the country ot Chikhamania, leauing the pinnace 
the next tide to followe andffay fe2 my commingat Point 
weanock,2omiles from our {63t: the mouth of this riuer fal- 
leth into the great riuer at Vaſpahegh, 8 miles aboue our fo2t: 
that aſternocne 3 ſtayed the eb, in the bay of Vaſpahegh with 
the Indias: towards the cuening certaine Indians haled nie, 
one of them being of Chikahamania,offred to tõdua me to his 
country, the aſpabe ghe ans grudged thetat: along we went 
by moonelight, at nudnight he bꝛought vs be ode his Towne, 
deſiting one of carmen to go vp with him, whom he kindely 
intertained, and returned back to the barge:the next moꝛning 
J went vp to the towne, and ſhewed them what and 
hatchcts they (hold haue fe2co2ne, each family ſecking togiue 
me molt content:ſo long they cauſed me to ſtay ᷣ 100 at leaſt 
was erpecting my comming by the riuer with cone, what J 
uked Jboaght, and leaſt they ſhould perceive my teo great 
want J went higher vp the riuer: this place is called Manol - 
quoſick a quarter ofa mile from the riner, conteining thirtie 
ox foztte honſes, vppon an ercecding high land: at the foote 
of the hul towards the river , is a plaine weed, watcred 
with many ſpꝛinges, which _ twenlie rardes right downe 
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into the river: right ag unt þ lame is a great marth,of 4-02 5. 
miles ciccuit. deuided in 2 Jlands oy the parting of the riuer, 
ahaun ung with üch e foule of all ſo:ts a mile from thence is a 
Tone called Oranioc te, I furthet diſcouered ths Twnes 
ol M. nſa, Apa noc E Werawahone, $ Mamanahii: at eche 
place kindely vſed, cſpectally at the laſt, being the hact ofthe 
Country, wh2r2 were allemnvled 200. pcople with ſuch aboũ⸗ 
DACC ol coꝛne, as aun laded ouc harge, as alſo I mint haue 
laded a ſhip:I returned to Paſpahhiegh, t conũgecing Þ want 
or Coꝛne at our Foꝛt it being night, with) evb, by midnight 
A aciued at our ſoꝛt, where 3 fouud dur Pinais tun aground: 
the next moꝛning J vnladed ſeaut᷑ hogſheds into our ſtoꝛe, the 
next moꝛning J returned agatne:the ſecond day J auued at 
Mamanahuc,wher Þ people hauing heard of my tõming, were 
ready with; 02 400, baskets lifle t great, of which hautagla- 
ded my barge, with many ſignes o! great kindaes J returned: 
at my departure they requeſted me to hear our pieces, being in 
the midT of the tluer, which in regard of p eccho ſcemed a peale 
of o2dnance,many birds and fowples they lec os day i lulchit 
much feaccd themſo deſirous of trade wer they, they won 
follow mo with their canowes, 4 fo2 any thing giae it me, r.1- 
ther then returne it back ſo J bnladed again 7 0} S. hogſheads 
at aut foꝛt. Yauing thus by Gods aſliſt ante gotten go) To20 
o7cozae, notwityTandinx ſo:nzv33ſpicreits not content wit! 
Gods pꝛouidence, ul grew mutinaus, in ſo mich. that our 
pꝛeſident hauing ocaſion to chidt the ſanth fo: is miſocames 
noꝛ, he not only gaue hun bad language, but alſo offced Pf ſtrike 
him w th ſo ne ot his todes, ſo; py re he lioug aa the fimth 
was by a Jury condemned to be hanged, but being vpyon the 
ladder continuing verry obſtinate, as hoping vpon a reſcue; 
when he ſaw ng other way but 024th with him he became pts 
nitent,t declated a dangerons canſptc1cy,foz which Captain 
Kendall as pzincipal, was by a Jury condt᷑aed : ſhot to death. 
This con'piracy appeaſed, I ſct ſoꝛ ward ſoꝛ the diſcoue;y a:? 
the Riuet of Checks Ha mania: this third time J diſcoueted Þ 
Tones of Matapamient Morinogh, Aſcacapy moyſcnock 
Righkahauck, Nechanichock, Martalat, Attamuſpincke, “ 
diuers others their plenty of coꝛne J found decreaſed, pet la- 
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ding the barge, J r2tacned to our fozt: our ſtoze being now 
indiffecently wel pꝛouided with cozne, there was much adoe 
fo2 to haue the pinace goe (02 England, againſt which Captain 
Martin t iny ſelle, {tanding chietly again it, and in fine after 
many debatings, pro & contra, it was reolued to ſtaꝝ a furs 
ther reſolutio. this matter alſs quieted, I ſet fozward to finiſh 
this dicouery, which as yet J hadneglected in regard of  ne- 
ceſſitie ue had totake in pꝛouiſion whillt it was to be had:45, 
mes I paCed vp þ riger which fo; the molt park is a quarter 
of a mile v:0ad,q z.fatham 4 a half deep exceeding oſcy» many 
great low marſhes,t many high tads.eſpecially about ̊ midit 
at a place called Moyſonicke, a Peninſule of 4. nnles cicuit, 
betwixt two riuers ioyned to the main, by a neck of 49.02 50. 
vards, and 40.02 5opards from the high water marke:on both 
ſides in the verynecke of the maine, are high hills and dales, 
vel much inhabited, the Jle declining in a plaine fertile cozne 
field, the lower end a low marſh, moꝛe plentie of ſwannes, 
crancs, geeſe,duckes, and mallatds t diuzrs ſo2ts of fowles 
none would deſlce:moze plaine fertile planted ground, in ſuch 
great p2opoztions as there J had not ſcene, v7 a light blacke 
ſandy mould, the cliffes commonly ted, white and pellowe co- 
loured ſand, 4 vnder red s white clay,faſh great pienty, 4 pecp'c 
aboundance, the moſt of their inhabitants, in view of p neck of 
Land, where a bettet ſcat fo2 a towne tanuct be deſiced-at the 
end of fozty miles this riger tu ronet many lew Jlands, at 
cach high water dꝛoloned fo! a mile, where it v:utteth it ſclie, 
at a place called * p;kant the higheſt ZTowne inhabited. 10. 
miles higher J di-conered, with the barge in the und way a 
great tte hindꝛed my paſſage which J cut in twoꝛheete the ti⸗ 
uet became narrouer 8.9 02.10. ſcote at a high wal er, aub 6. 
07 7. at à owe: the ftreame exceeding (wict,4 the Lottcin hard 
chatiteil, the ground moſt part a low plaine, ſandy (cple. this 
occalicned me to ſuppoſe it might iſſue (rom ſcme lake 02 ſome 
bꝛoad ſo2d,fo21t could not be fat to the head but rat hit then Y 
weuld endanger the barge, yet te haue beene able to tec. ue 
this doubt, e tedticharge the iuputation oſma'liacus tungs, 
that halle ſuſpectcd 3 dutſt not oe ſo {eng delaꝭ ing, ſeme ot 
the company as deſirous as my feif,we teſclucd ic het a Cas 
| LB 3 now 
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nov, and retutne with the barge to Apocant, here to leaut 
the barge ſecure, and put our ſelues vppcn the aduenture: 
the country onely a vaſt and wilde wildernes, and but onely 
that Towne : within thꝛee 02 foure mile we hireda Canow, 
and 2. Indians to row vs p nett day a fowling:hauing made 
ſuch pzouiKenfo; the barge as was needſull, Jletther there to 
rite, with erpꝛeſtt charge not any to go aſhoꝛe til my returne. 
Though ſome wiſe men may condemn this too bould attempt 
of to: much indiſcretton, yet i they well coſider the friendſhip 
vi the Indians, incenducing me, the deſolatanes of the coun- 
try, the pꝛopabilitie ot ſome lache, the malicious iudges of my 
actions at home, as alſo to haut ſomt mat ters of woꝛth to in- 
tout age eur aduentuters in england, might well haue cauſed 
aux honelt minde to haue done the like, as wel fo his own diſ- 
charge as ſoꝛ the publike god hauing 2 Indians ſoꝛ my guide 
t 2 of our own company, Iſet fo: ward, leauing 7 in the barge x 
hauing diſcouered 20 miles further in this deſart, the riuer ſtil 
kept his depth and dꝛedth, but much mozecombzed with trees. 
here we went aſhoꝛe being ſome 1: miles higher then þ barge 
had bene to refrech our ſelues, during the boyling ol our vitu⸗ 
als: one or the Indians 4 toe with me, to ſex the nature of the 
ſoile, t to croſſe the boughts of the riuer, the other Indian J 
left with 99, Robbin ſon and Thomas Emty, with their mat⸗ 
ches light and oꝛdet to diſcharge a peece, fo2 my retteat att he 
firſt ſight ol any Indian, but within a quarter of an houte J 
heard alcud cry, and a hollowing of Indians but no warning 
peece,"uppoſing them ſurpꝛiſed. and that the Indians had be- 
traid vs, pꝛeſently I ſcazeaghim? bound his arme faſt to my 
hand in a garter, with my piſtoll teady bent te be renenged on 
him: he aduiſed me to fly, and ſasmed igneꝛ ant of what was 
done, but as we — _ — 6 + ln - .

Z eſpied 2 Indians dꝛawing their bowes, which J pꝛeuented 
in diſcharging a french pitoll:bythat J had charged againe 3

who offerednot to ſtriue, 20, 02 30. attowes were ſhot at me

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king of Pamaiick called: Opeckikenough with 200 mei in 
mronevinc, eache dzawing their bowe, which done they laid 
tyem vpon the ground, vet without ſhot, mp hinde treated be - 
twirt them and me ofconditions of peace, he diſceuered me to 
be the Captaine, my requeit was fo retire to pᷣ boate, they de + 
maunded my armes, ths rc they ſaide were lame, onely 
me they would reſerue : the Indian unpoztuned me not to 
ſhot. Jnretiring being in the moſt of a low quagmite, am 
minding them maze then my ys, I ſtept faſt into the quag · 
mire, and alſo the Indian in dzawing me 2th: thus ſur- 
paiſed, J reſoined to trie their mercus, mp atmes I caſte froun 
me, till which none durſt appꝛoch me: being ceazed on me, they 
daew me out and led me tothe King, J pꝛeſented him with 
à compaſſe diall, deſcribing by my beſt meanes the vie therok,. 
whereat he ſo amazedly admired, as he ſuffered me to pꝛoceed 
in a diſcoutſe of the roundnes of the earth, the courſe of the 
ſunne-moone, ſtaires and plannets, with kinde ſpeeches and 
bzead he requited we, conducting m2 where the Canow lay 
and Iohn Robbinſon ſlaine, with 20 02 30C. arrowes in him. 
Emry J ſaw not, J perceiued by the abonndance of fires 
all oner the woods, at each place J expcaed when they would 
execute me, pet they vſed me with what kindnes they 
could: appꝛoaching their Towne, which was within 6unles 
where J was taken, onely made as arbo2s and coucred with 
mats, which they temoue as occaſion requires: all the wo- 
men and childzen, being aduertiſed of this accident, came 
fooꝛth to meet them, the King well guarded with 20 bolvmen 
5 lanck and treat, and each flanck befoze him aſwoꝛd tapete, 
and after him the like, then a bowman, then J ou each hand 
a boweman, the reft in file in the reare, which reare led feozth 
amongſt the trees in a biſhion ,cachehis bowe and a handrull 
of arrowes, a quiuer at his back grim!y painted: on cache 
flanck aſargeant, the one running alwaiss towards tho front 
the other towards the teare, each a true pace and in ercceding 
good 0zder, this being a gosd time continued-they caitethem- 
ſelues in a tung with a daunce, and ſo eache man _ — 
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his lodglug the Captain conducting me to his lodging, a quar- 
ter or Ueniſcn and ſeme ten pound ef bꝛead 3 had fe; ſupper, 
what z leſt was reſerued ſo2 me, and ſent with me to my lod- 
ging:cach moꝛning z wemenp2eſfted me thꝛer great platters 
ct fire bead, moꝛe veniſen then ten men could devour J had, 
my ccu ne, peints and garters,my cempas and a tab et they 
gaut me again, theuth 8 c2dinarily guarded we, J wonted 
ro what they cculd device to coritent me: and ffill our longer 
acquointance increaſed cur better aflcuion: much they thzeat- 
ned toal.auit our fete, as they were ſolicited Ly the Kingof 
Paſpeh:£gb, who thewed at cut ſoꝛt great ſignes et ſoꝛrow fo: 
ths miſchance:iht King tocke great delight in vnderſtanding 
the manner of our ſhips, and ſapling the ſeas, the carth 4 skies 
and ol cui Cod what he knew of the dominicus he ſparednot 
to acquaint me with, as ofcertainemen cloathed at a plate cal⸗ 
led Ocanahenan, (ldathed like me, the courſe of out riner,and 
that within 4 62 5 daies tourney of the falles, was a great tut · 
ofſalt water: dcſiredhe weuldſend a meſlenger to Pal- 
pakegh, with a letter J would wyite, by which they ſhold vn⸗ 
derſtand,how k int ly they viedme, and that J was well, leaſt 
they ſhould reuenge my death: this he granted and ſent thzee 
men, in ſuch weather, as in reaſon were vynpefſible,by any na⸗ 
ked to be indured;their crucill mintes towards the fot J had 
deuerted in deſcribing the oꝛt inance 4 the mines in the fields, 
as alſo the renenge Captain Newport would take of them at 
hisreturne,theirintent,J incerted the ſoꝛt, the people of Oca- 
nahonum and the back ſea, this repozt they after ſound divers 
Indians that confirmed: the next day altermy letter, came a 
ſalaage to my lodging, with his ſwozd to haue flaine me, but 
being by my gvard intercepted, With abowe andarrow he ef- 
fred to haue cected his purpoſe: the cauſe J knew not, till 
the King vfiderſfanding thereof tame and told me ol a man a 
dying, weunded with my piſtcll; he teuld me alſo of another 
J had llayne, ret the mofl cencealed they had any hurte: this 
was the father of him J had flapne, Whoſe ſutp to pꝛe⸗ 
uent, the King pzeſently cenduded me to another Ringdome,

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bpon ſhe lep of the nerr noztherly river , coll d Yough'anan, 
YT me, he further led me to another bzanch of the rt- 
ner, called Mattapament, totwo other hunting townes they 
led me and to tach of theſs Countries, a teonle of the grea! Em⸗ 
2 of Pewhakan, whom as pit J ſvppoled to bee at the 

als,to him J tolde dim J wot goe, and fs teturne fo Paſpa- 
hegh,after this foure e flue dayes marſh, we reforned to Ra · 
ſawrack, the firſt towne they bzought me fo, where 3 
the Pats in bundels, they marched two dayes iounuey, and 
crofled the Riner of Loug tanan, where it was as bzoad as 
Thames: is conducting me tu a place called Menapacure in 
Pamaunke, where þ King inhabited: the next day another King 
ol that nation called Kekatavgh,hauing reccived ſome kindnes 
of me at the Fozt, kindly invited me to froſt at his houls,the peo- 
ple frem all places flocked tu ſæ me, cach ſhe wing to content 
me. By this the great King bath ſours oz flue hooles, each 
confainiag foureſcoze 03 an hunvzed toste in length, pleaſantly 
ſeafed vpon an high ſandy hill, from whence you max (@ weſters 
ly a gooly low Country, the river befoze the which his croked 
tot ie cavſeth many great Patſhes of ext ding god ground. 
An dend ed houſes, and many iarge plaincs are here tagither 
inhabited, moe abundance of fiſhy fowle, and a plealantcr (eat 
cannot be imagined : the King with zric Bowmen to guard 
me,intreated me to dilcharge my Piſtol, which they there pze- 
lente d me wwith a mork at fix (co2e to ſtrike therwith but to (poll 
the pzactiſe I dzoke the cocke, whereat they were much dilcon · 
trated though a chaunce ſappole d. 

From heacethi kind King conducted mee fo a place called 

T opahanocke, a kingdome vpen another Net nezihward : 
the canſe of this was, that the peare beſoze, a (hippe had bens 
in the Riner of Pamaunke,who haning bene kandiy- entertals 
ned by Powharan their @ aperoar, they returned thence, and 
diſcovered the Riuer of T opahanocke , whers being recoiuc 
with like kindneCe, yet he flue (he King, and ſake of dis people, 
and thoy ſuppoſed J wore der, but the people repozted him 4

This River of | opahanodk, lermeth in bzeadth not mach 
lelle then that we dwell vpon, ft the month of the Kiaer is a 
Countrey called Cottata women vpwaros is Matraugh ta- 
cum Tapohanock, Appamathck, and Nantougs tacum, at 
T opmanahocks , thz dead ae manp Pountaines, 
the next night J ladged at a huntiag toon of Po whatams,and 
the next day arriued at Waranzcomoco bon the river of Da. 
mauncke,Wwhrre (he great king is reſident: by the way we paſ⸗ 
led by the top of another little einer , which is betwirt the two 
called P.yarkatank The ol this Conntrey though De 
ſert, vet cxcading fertil,go) timber, moſt bils and dales in each 
valley a criſta!l ſpzing. 
Arrtaing at Weramocomoco their Empcranr, pzoudly 
typing vppon a Bedltead a foote high vpon tenne 62 twe!ne 
Mattes, richly hung with mante Chaynes of great Pearics 
about his necke , and c d with a great Couering of 
Rahaughcums : at heade fat a woman. at bis feete ano» 
ther, on each ſive ſitting vppon a Patte bppon the ground 
were raunged his cticke men on each ſive the fire, tenne in a 
ranke and vehinde them as many yong women, each a great 
Chaine of white Beades ouer their ſhonlders : theic heades 
painted in riedde and with ſuch a graut and Pateſticall counte- 
nance as dꝛaut me into avmiracion to ſe ſvch Rate in _ 
Saluage, bee kindly welcomed me with god wozdes , 
great Platters of ſandzie U'auals, aſſuring mee — * 
ſhip, and my livertie within foure dayes, det much delighfed in 
Opechan Comoughs relation of what J hat deſcribed to him, 
and oft cx imined me bpon the ſame, Mee aſked mee the cauſe 
of our comming, J toloe hi being in fight with the @pant- 
ards our enemie, being ouer pow2ed,ncare put to retreat, and 
by exireame weather put tothis ſhoze, wotert landing at Che- 
ſipiacł, the people ſhot vs, | but at Kequoughtan they kindly 
vied vs, we by ignes demaundes freſh water, they deſcribed 
vs vp the Riger'was all freſh water, at Paſp:hcgh, alſo they 
kiadly uſed vs, our Pinne being leake wee Namur to 

ay 
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lay to mend ber, till Newport my father came fo 
conduet vs away. Me demsunded why we went further with 
our Boate, J folds him , inthat J would hone occafien to 
falke of the backe Dea that on the other ide the maine, where 
was (alt water, my father had a childe flaine , whiche we 
ſuppoſed Monecanhis enemies, whole death we intended te 
renenge. 

After god deliberation , be began fo deſcribe mee the 
Conntreys beponde the Falles, with many of the teſt, con- 
firing what not onely Opcchancanoyes , and an Indian 
which had becne paiſoner to Pewharan hat befoze folde mee, 
tut ſome called it flue dayes, (owe fire, lome tight, where (he 
ſayde water daſhed amongeſt many ſtones and rockes, each 
ſlozne which canſed oft tymes the beade of the Riner to bes 
bzackich : Ancharachuck he deſcribed to bee the propis that 
had Laine my better, whoſe death hee would revenge, Ve 
veſcribed alle vpon the (ame Sea, a mighty Nation catled 
Pocoughtronack , a fletce Nation that did eate men, and 
warred with the people of Moyaoncer, end Pataromerke, 
Nations vpon the toppe ot the hrade of the Bap, vnder dis 
terrifozies, dert the peare befoze they had i un an hundzed, 
be ſignified their crownes were ſhaucn, long baire in the necke. 
tied on a knot, wozds like Polloxte. | 
Bepond (hem be deſcribed people with het Coates, and 
Sleues (0 the Elbowes , that pafled that way in Dbippes 
like eurs, Pam Kingdomes hee deſcribed mee to the desde 
of the Bay, which (@med to bee a mightie River , iſſuing 
from mightie Pountatnes betiwixt the two Deas, the people 
tcloathed at Ocamahowan. Me alſo confirmed, and the Mon- 
therly Countries allo, as the re ſt that repozted vs to be within a 
day qa halſe of Mangoge, two dapes of Chawwonock, 6, ftõ 
Roonock,to the ſouth part of the backe ſca:he deſcribed a coun» 
trie called Anone , where they daue abundance of Bzaſſe, 
and houſes walled as oors. FI requited his diſcourſe , fe 
ing what p2zive bee had m his great and ſpacious Domini- 
ons,ſleeing that all hte knewe _ baver his _— 
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In deſcribing to him the tercitozies of Europe, which was 
ſubiect to our great King whole ſabied J was, ide innumerable 
innllitade of his ſhips, J gans him to vnderſtand the noyſe of 
CTrumpets, and terrible manner of fighting wers vader captain 
Newport my father,whom J intituled the Mcworames which 
thep call Ring of althe waters, at his greatnefle bee admired, 
and not alittle feared : hee deſired mee to fozlake Paſpaliegh, 
and to liue with him byon bis Riner a Countrie called Capa 
Howaſicke: he pzomiled to gius me Cozne,Ueniſon , oz what 
A wanted fo ſede da, Yatchets and Copper wes (houls make 
bim,and none ſhould diſturbe vs, This requeC J pzomiſed tu 
perfozme : aud thus haning with all the kindnes bee could de- 
niſe, ſought to content me: hee ſent me home with 4. men, one 
that vluall carried my Gowne and Knaplacke after mo, two 
other loded with bzead, and one to actompanie me. 

This River of Pamaunke ts nat paſt twelue wile from that 
we dwell on bis courſe nozthieſt, and weſterly , as the other. 
Weraocomoco, is vpon lait water, in bzevth two mies, and 
lo keepcth his courſe without any tarrying ſome twenty miles, 
where at the parting ofthe freſh water and the lait, it dinideth 
it lelle into two partes, the ove part to Goughland, as hund ag 
Thames, and nanigable,with 4 Boate tbzeeſcoze og foureſcoze 
miles, and with a @hippe fiftie, excading crooked, and manie 
low grounds and mariſhes , but inhabited with aboundance of 
warlike and tall people. The ConntreyofY oughtomam, of 
no leſſe wozth, onely it is lower, but all the ſople, a fatfe,fertill, 
ſandie ground, Aboue Manapacumter , many high ſandte 
FPountaines.By the River is many Rockes, ſeeming if not of 
ſeaerall Mines: The other bzanch a littls leſſe in bzeadth, yet 
extendeth not neare ſo farre,noz ſo wcll inhabited , ſomewhat 
lower, and a white land te, and a white clay (ople : here is their 
beſt Terra Sigillata: The mouth of the Rioer,as J ſee in the 
diſcouerie therof with capt .in Newport, is halſe a wile bzoad,x 
within foure miles not abooe a Þ aſket ſhot:the channel! exte 
ding god and deps,the Riuer ſtcaight to the deniſions, Kiskirk 
the neareſt Nation to the entrances. Thei 
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The ir religion ad Ceremonie 3 ebierued was fhne:thie 
oz foure dayes adtt my taking lcnen oi them in the honſe where 
J lap, each with a rattle began at ten a clocke inthe moznirg to 
ſing about the fire, which they inuit oned with a Circle cf 
meale,and after a foote 02 two from that at the ed of each ſor g, 
lade downe two oz th graines of wheate,continuing this oz- 
der till they haue included ſixe oz ſeuen hund ed in a halte Circle, 
and after that two 02 cha moze Circles in like maner, a band 
bzedth from other: that done, at cach ſong.thcy put betwirteve- 
rie thace,tws oz flue grains, a little icke, ſo counting as an 
old woman her Pater noſter, 

Dae dilgniſed with a great Skinne , bis head hung round 
with little Skinnes of CUWeaſels, and other vermine, with a 
Crownet of feathers on his head, painted as vgly as the dinell, 
at ſh2 end of each ſong will make many fignes and demonſtra- 
tions, with range and vehement actions, great cakes of Derre 
ſuet,Deare,and Tobacco he caſteth in the fire, till fire q clecke 
in the © aening, their howling would continue ere they would 
depart. Each mozning in the coldeſt froſt , the pzincipall to the 
nuuber of twentte oz thirtic, aſſembled themſeloes in a round 
circle,a good diſtance from the totune, wers they told me they 
there conſulted where to hunt Ge nert doy : fo fat they fed mee, 
that J much doubted they latrrded ts hane ſycrificed mee to the 
Q«1youghquoſicke , which is a ſaperiour power they woz' 
ſhip a moze vglier thingcannef be deſcribed : one they hare fo; 
chief (acrifices, which allo they call Quiyoughquotick: ts core 
the fick, a man wity a Rattle,and extteame howiing,ſhowting, 
finging , and (ach violent geſtares , and Anticke actions over 
the patient will ſacke out blod and flegme from the patient out 
ol their vnable ſtomacke, oʒ any diſeaſed place, as no labour will 
moze tire them, Tobatta they offer the water in paſſing in towle 
weather. The death of any they lament with great ſozrow and 
weeping : their Kings they burie betwirt two mattes within 
kheir honſes, with all his beads, ewe ls, hatchets, and copper:the 
other in graues like outs. The acknowledge no reſurrection.

Foz the Crowne, their heyzes inderite not, but the ficſk 
depꝛes of the Silters, and ſa ſuce:flintly the weomens heires :

From Weramocomoco is but 11. miles, yet the Indians 
(rifled away that day, and would not gee to our Fozte by any 
peclwallons : but in certaine olve hunting houſes of Paſpa- 
hegh we lodged all night. The next mozning ere Dunne riſe, 
wwe ſet foziward fo our Font, where we axtiued withinan houre, 
where each wan with the trueſt fignes of iop they could cxpꝛiſle 
wclcammed me, except M. Archer, and (ome 2.0} 3. of his, 
who w3s then in my abſence , (wozne Coonſelloar, though not 
with the conſent of Captaine Martin: great blame and im pu- 
tation was laide vpon me by them, fo2 the loſſe of our two men 
which the Indians de: inſo nuch that they purpoſed to vepole 
me, bat in the midit of my miſcries,it pleaſed Sod to ſend Cap- 
taine Nuport, whe arrining there the ſane right, ſo tripled out 
{op,as (oz a while thele p'ots againſt me were deferred, though 
with mach malice ag ainſt me which t apt ain N:wport in ſhoꝛt 
time did plainly (#. Now was maiſter Scriuener, captatng 
Martin, aus my lelfe, called Counſc lers. 

Within lat 02 ſire daes aſter the arriuall of the hp by a 
milchanace our Fozt was burned, and the moſt of our apparcll, 
lodging and pꝛiuate pzonifion , many oſ out old men dilealed, 
end of ont new oz want of lodging periſhed. The Cmpereut 

Powhatan each werke once 03 twice ſeal me many pzelents of 
Deare,bzead Raugroughcuns , halfe alwaycs fo; wy fathcr, 
whom he mach deſiced to (&,and halle foz mt:and is continually 
{mpaztaned by meſlengers and pzeſents, that I would come fo 
fetch the coꝛne, and take the Countrie their King dad giuen me, 
as at laſt Captaine Newport xtlolued to go ſes him. Much 
acquaintance J had amongft the Indians ,zand ſuch confidence 
they had in me, as neate the Fozt they would not come till J 
came to them,enery ot them calling me by mp name, would not 
ſell any thing till J had firſt receined their pzeſents, and what 
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they had that J liked, chte y deferred lo my dilcretion: but affcx 
acquaintance, ibty bſually came into ide Fozt at their plea- 
ſure ; The Pzcſivent, and the reſt ofthe Conncell, toe knews 
not put Captaine Newports greatuc ſle J dad lo de ſcribed, as 
thep tonte pued him the chic le the rell his childze n, Off cers, and 
ſcruants. Me had agreed with p king of Paſpal:e2h to conduct 
twoofour men to a place called Panawicke bepond Nc onok, 
where he repsztcd many men to be appartlled. Ma landed 
bim at Warra>kovack, where plaping the villaine and delg- 
ding vs (o2 cewards, returned within th;& 02 foure dapes alter 
without going further. C iptaine Neu pott, maiftcr Scriue- 
ner, and my ſelle found the mouth of Pamauncks river, ſome 
25.02 zo miles no;thward from Caps Heoricke , the chanclt 
god as befoze expzelled. 

Arriving at Weramocomoca, being icalous of the intent of 
thiz polttick lalunge,to dilcouer his intent the beiter, with 20. 
ſhot armed in Jacks went a ſhoze, the Bay where he dwelleth 
bath ini! 3.cricks,and a m ile and a halte from the chanel all oft, 
being conducted lo the towne, J ſound m lelfe miſtaken in the 
crecke, fa; they al there were within lefle then a mile, the Empe 
rozs ſonne called Naukaquawis, the captaine that toke me, and 
diuttſt others of bis chiete men conducted me to their kings ha- 
bit ation but in he mid way J was intercepted by a great creek 
auet Which they had made a bzibge of grained ſtakes t railes, 
the king of IKiskieck,and Namontack,whe all the (ournep the 
king had ſent to guide vs, had conduded bs this paſſage, which 
cauſed me to ſulpec (ome milchiele: the barge dad ſent to meet 
me at the right lant ing, when Jfound my ſelle firſt decepued, 
and knowing by crpericncethe moſt of their courages to pꝛo⸗ 
c&de from others feare , (tough fewe lyked the paCage, I in- 
fermingled the Kings lonne out conductozs, and dis chiefe min 
amongſt outs, and led ſoꝛ ward, leaning balfe at the one ende 
to make a guard foz the gaſſage of the Front. Tde Indians 
ſexing the we akene ſſe of the 1Bzidge, came with a Canow, and 
toke me in of the middeſi with foure e ſſue maze, being landed 
wee made a guard log (he reft fill all were paſſed , two — 
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tanke we marched to ide ©mperozs pouſe. Beſoze his honſe 
ſtœd toztie 02 fiſtie great Plattcrs of flat bzrad,being entted the 
yonle, with loude tunes they all mati ſigres of great top. This 
pꝛoude ſaluage,having bis fineſt women and the pzincipail of 
bis chiefe men afſembled,ſate in tankes as betoze is cxpz. Ced, 
bimſelte as vpon a Zhzone at the vpper ande ot de houſe with 
ſuch a Pateſtie as I cannot expz:lle, noz pet havc often ſeene, 
either in Pagan 83 Ch2iſtian, With a binde cooritenance hee 
bad mee welcome, and czulſed a place to bee made by himlelte 
to fit, J pꝛeſented him a ſute of redcloath, a white Greyhonnd, 
and a Hatte, as Jewels he eſtmed them, and with a great 
Oꝛatioa made by the of his Nobles, if thcre be any amongſt 
-.. Þa'nages,kindly accep'ed them, with a publike confirmaticn 
of a perpetuall league and friendſhip. | 
Aſter that,be commaunded thc Nugne of Apamatuc , 8 
comely pong @alaage, to gine me water, a Tutkie cocke, and 
bꝛeade to eate : being thus feafted , hee began bis diſcourle tg 
this purpoſe. Pour kinde bilitation doth mach content mee, 
but where is poor tather whom J much deſire to ſa, is de not 
with pon. I told him he remained aboozd , but the next day be 
woo'd come vnto him, with a merrie colitenance he aſked me fo; 
cettaine peecesJ which pꝛomiſed him, den J went to Paſpa- 
hegh, J told accozding to my pzomile,that J pzoffered the man 
that went with me ſoure Demp Caluerings, in that he ſo dell - 
red a great Gunne, but they refated to take them, whereat with 
alowoe laughter, be deſired to give him ſome of leſſe burthen, 
as foz the other J gave bim them, being (ore that none could 
carriethem : but where are theils meu you pzomiſed tocome 
with pou, J told him without, who thervpon gane ozver to haus 
them bzought in two after two, ever maintaining the guard 
without. And as they pzefenteo themſelues enet with thankes, 
be would (alate me and cavled each of them to have foure v3 flue 
pound of bzead giuen them. This done, J aſked him fo; the 
cozne and ground he pzomiled me. Pe told me J ſhould have it, 
but he erpected to hane all theſe men lay their armes at his fat, 
as did his ſabiects. IJ toldehimthat was a ceremonie om =

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mies deſired but neuer once Friends as we p;eſen'ed our 


ſeluts bafo him,yct that he ſhould not doubt of oor friend- 
(hip : the next day my Father would gi ie bim a child of bis, 
in lull aſſarancs of our lones, and not only that,but when he 
ſhould ihinke it conuenient, wer would de liner vnder dis 
ſubic sion the Country of Manacam and Pacoughtao- 
nac k his tneuues. | 

£Lbis lo contented dim, as immediatly with attentiue i- 
lence, with a lewd ozation be pꝛoclaimed me A werow ances 
ol Powhazon,and that all bis ſudiraz ſhould fo eme vs, 
and no man account vs ſtrangers nog Palpabcghans, but 
Powhatans , and that the Cozno, weomen and Country, 
ould be to vs as to his owne people: this pzoffered kind 
nes fo; many reaſons we contemned not, but wilh the beſt 
— gg and (ignes of thankes J could expzefſe, J take 
my leave. 

Cpe King riſing from his (eat, conducted me foozth, and 
cauſed each of my men to haue as much meze bzead as het 
could beare : gining me (ome in a baſket, 40s much be ſent 
a board fo; a pzcſent to my Father: victuals you muſt know 
is all there wealth, and the greateſt kindnes th x could ſhew 
vs: atriuing at the Riner, the \Sarge was fallen ſo low with 
the ebbe, though J bad given ozder and oft ſent topzcucnt 
vcry thicke and rainie, the King vnderſtanding this miſ- 
chance, (cat dis Donne and Mamontacke, to conduct we 
fo a great bouſe (officient to lodge me where ent ting I ſaw 
it hang round with bales and arrowes. 

The Indians ved all diligence to make bs fires, e gine

allvigyt. Ts my loppet ge let betoze me meate fo; twenty 
men g (ing J could aoteaſe,hee cauſed it to be giuen tomy 
men: foz ibis is a geaerall cuſtame that what they giue, not 
to take againe, bat pou muſt either eate it, gius it awap, oz 
carry it with you: two oʒ the boures we ſpent in our aun- 
ent diſcourſes, which done, J was with a fire Rick lighted to 
my lodgtng. 

The next day the King conducting mer to the Nintr, 
ſhewed me his Canowes , and deicribed vnto me how ba 
ſent them oucr the Bape, fo tribute Beades:and alſo what 
Countries paide him Beads, Copper oz Skins. But ſaing 
Captaine Nuport, and Muller Scrivener, comming a 
ſhoze, thc King teturned to his houſe, and J went to mate 
him, with a frumpet befoze him, wer marched to the King : 
who attec his old manner kindly rect ined dim, eſpecially a 
Boy of thirteen yeares old, called Thomas Salvage, whom 
be gane bim as his Donne: be requited this kjavnes with 
tach of bs a great baſket of Beanes, and entetteining biin 
with the fozmer , we paſſed away that day, and as 
grad to bargaine the next day, and ſo returned to our Pin- 
nis: the next day comming a ſh2ze in like oder, the King 
baoing kindiy entertained vs with a bzeakſaſt , queſtioned 
with vs in this manner, | 

Why we came armed in that ſozt, (&lng ber was our 
friend, and hadncither bowes noz arrowes.what did — 
donb ? J told him it was the cuſtome of our Country, not 
doubting of dis kindnes any waies , wherewith thongh be 
let med (atiſfied yet Captaine Nuport canſed all our men to 
rctire to the water ſide, which was ſome thirtie icae from 
thence ; bat to pꝛeuent (he wok , GPaiſter Scrivener 83 J 
were either the one oz other by tde Barge , experience had 
well tavght me to belezcc bis friendſhip, till connenient op/ 
poz{nnity (uffred him to betray vs , but quickly this politi- 
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tian had perceived my abſence, and cunving'y (cnt feʒ ma; 
A lent foz Paiſter Scrivener to ſupply my place, the Bing 
would demaund fo bim, J would againe rcleeve him, and 
thep ſought to ſatiſfie out lulpition with kind Language, and 
not being agree to trade fo; cozne, he dt ſired to ſe all our 
Patchets and Copper fogether,foz which he would gine vs 
cozne, with that auncient tricke the Chickalamanicns had 
oft acquainted me: bis offer J refnſed , offering firſt to ſa 
what hee would giue ſoʒ one piete, bee ſeeming to delpile the 
aaturs of a Perchant, did (cozne to ſell, but we fraly ſhoalp 
give dim, and he liberally would xt quite vs. 
Captain: Nuport would net with leſſe then twelue great 
Coppers fry his kindnes, which he liberally requited with 
as much cozne as at Chick+h mania, J had fo; one of it il 
p:opoztton : car Yatchets bes world allo haue at bis owns 
rate, fo2 which kindnes bes mach (@med to affect Captaine 
Nuport, ſome few bunchcs ei blew Beades Jad, which be 
much de ſired, and laing ſo ſew, de off;ed me a baſket of two 
pecks, and that which I dzew to be tba pecks at the leaff, 
and pet ſamed contented and deſired moze: I agreed with. 
him the next day foz two buſhells, foz þ ebbe now conſtrat- 
ned vs foreturne io our Boate, although he earactle Tef- 
red vs to ſtay dinner which was a pꝛouiding, and being tt a- 
dy he ſent aboard allet bs, which was bzead and ven zon, 
ſufficient ſo2 fl tie 62 fixtie perſons. 
de next dap be (ent bis Sonne in the mozning not fo 
bz'vg a ſho;e with vs ony pieces, caſt his weomen and chils 
dzen ſhould fears. Captzine Nuports god beltefe would 
haves (atiſficd that requiſt , pet twentie oz twentit flue ſhot 
we got a Woze: ide King imps;taning me to leaue my 
armes a board, much miſliking wy \wozd, piſlol ond target, 
J told him the men that etw my Bzothcr with the uke 
tearmes had perſwaded me and being baarmed (hot at vs, 
and ſo betraide vs. 
He oft entreated eg Nuport that his .

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leaue their armes, which Cill bee commanded to the water 
fide, this eay we ſpent in trading fo bio Beads, an? ha- 
ving neare ſtroighted dor Barge. 

Coptaine Nupott xtturned with then that came abe zd, 
lceuing me and Maiſtex Sciiuenet aſhoze,to follow in Ca- 
nowes z into one J got with fixe our men which daing 
lanched aſtones cell from the haze luck faſt in the Ole: 
Mater Scrivener ſeing this rxample, with leven 02 eight 
moꝛe pafſed the dzeadſull bzidge, thinking 10 ſonad 
deeper water on the other traue, but they were inſoꝛctd to 
tay with ſach entertainment as a (alnage , being toꝛced a⸗ 
ſhoz2 with wind and raire, having in his Canow, as com- 
monly they daue, dis houſe and houſheld, uſtantiy (7! vp a 
bouſe of mats which (vccoured them from the loꝛme. 

Lhe Indians ſing ure peftred in the Ole, called to me, 
fire oꝛ feuen of the Kings thiele men tbz:w off thcir (kms, 
and tothe middle in Ole, came to beat me out on their heads, 
their im potunatie cavled me better to lit ide Canow then 
thcir curteſit, excoſing my deniallfo; feare to fall into the 
Dle,deliring them tovzing me ſome wad, fice,and mats, to 
couer me, and J would content them : each pzeſently gane 
his belpe to (ati(fiz my requeſt, which paines a hozſe weld 
— have indured, pet a couple of bells richly contented 
Myc Emperozs lent his denman Mantiuas in the ene- 
ning with bzead and vieuall toz me and my men, he no m036 
ſcripvloos then the reſt (cemed to take a pe in ſhewi”g 
bow litle he regarded that miſcrable cold and vurty paſſage, 
though a dogge would ic arte haue indured if, this kindnes 
J ſound, when J litle expected leſſe then a wiſcbiefe, but the 
blacke night parting our companies, ere midnight the 
fled ſerued to carry bs aboard the next day we came a- 
deze. the lng with a ſolemne diſcontſe cauſiag all to de- 
part, dut bis pꝛincipall men, and this was the effect when as 
da perteiuid that we had a deũire to inuade Monacum, as

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gainft whom he was no pzofclled eyemy, pet thas karte bee 
would alliſt vs in this entetpꝛiſe: Fiſt bee would ſend dis

Coptaine Nuport weu!'d not be (cene in it himſcife, be- 
ing great Werowances, thep would Cay at bome, but J, 
Mailer Scrivener,and two of his Sonnes, and Opechan- 
kancugh. The King of Pamaunkc ſhould have — of 
his men to goe befoze as though they were hunting, ider 
giving vs notile where was the advantage we ſhovld kill 
them,the weomen and poung-chaldzen be wiſhed we ſheu!d 
ſpare,4 bʒing them to him,only o. 03 1 50.0keur men be 
deld (officieat foz this exploit: our boats Chould lay at the 
falls, where we might hew timber, which we might conuep 
tacd man a piece till we were paſt the Cones , end thers 
topne them, to palls our men by water,if any were ſhot his 
men ſhould ting them backe to our boats , this fatre tale 
bad almoſt made Captaine Nuport bnbcrfoke, by this 
mt anes to dilcoucr the South lea, "which will not be with- 
out (recherie, i wa ground our intent vpon dis conſt an 
cle.

(he King of Pamaunk<e (ent his me llenget, as pet not know- 
ing Captaine Nuport, fo come vnto him who hab long

meflengcr lgycd to condud bs, but Powhatan bndciftan- 
ding that we had Yaichcts lately come frem Paſpal egh, 
1 the next day io trade wil vs, and not to go 
thcr. 
This new tricke he cunning'y pot bpon him, but onely 
fs haue whit hee liſt6d , and to try whether we weuld go oz 
ffap, Opechankencvghs willevger returned that wee 
would not comentbe ne xt day his Daugbtet came to entreat 
me, ſhewing her Father had hurt his legge, and much ſoz-

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Coptaine Nuportbcing not to bee perſwaded fo goe in,

lendiag ſome pꝛelents aboard (o Captaine Nuport, whiilt 

we were trucking with thele Kings, e 

Opechankanough his wife, weomen, and child zen 
came to matt me with a natur all kind affection, her ſer med 
to retopce io ſa me, | 

Captains Nuportcame a ſhoze , with many kind dil · 
courſes we paſſed that fozenane; end after dinner, Cap- 
taine Nuport went about with the Pinnis to Venapacant 
wyich is twenty miles by water, and not one by land: O- 
pechankanough, conducted me and Maiſter Scrivencr by 
land, Where hauing built a ſeaſting houſs a purpoſe to en- 
tertaine vs with a bind Þzation , 8'ter their manner and 
bis beR pzoviſion, kindly welcomed vs, that day he would 
not trucke,but did his beſt fo delight vs with content: Cap- 
taine Nuport arriued towards euening whom the Bing 
pzelented with fire great platters of fig: bzzad, and Penta- 
ro mana, the next dap till none we traded: the Bing 
feaſted all the company , and the alternone was ſpent in 
plaping dauncing, and del:ght , by no meanes he would 
haue vs depart ull the next dap, ge q id feaſted vs with veni⸗ 
zon, foz which he had lend, dauing (pen! dis firlt and ſecond 
pꝛouiſion in expecting our comming :tde ner! day he perfoz- 
med his pꝛomile, giuing moze to vs the then would have 
ſufficcd 30. and in that we carried not away what we left, 
be ſeat it after vs to the Pinnis, with what wozds 03 
ſiznes ol lous he coald expꝛeſla we departed. 
Captaine Nuport in the Pinnis, leaning * the 
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Barge to digge a rocke, Where wa ſuppoſed a Mine af 
Cinquaotcck, which tone, ere midnight J arrined at We- 
racomoco , whcre our Pinnis anchozed , being 2 0.mmiles 
from Cinquaotecke , the next day weſoke leaue of Pow - 
hatin, Who in regard ot dis kinvnes gane dim an Indian, 
be well effected to goe with him foz England in ted ol his 
S2nne, p cauſe J aſſure me was to know our ſtrength and 
Countries condition: Þ next da we arrived at Kiskiack,the 
pte ple ſo ſcoꝛne full enterfained vs, as with what ignes 
of ſcozne and diſcontent we could we departed and returned 
to our Fozt with 2 o. buſhells of Cozne , our pꝛcſioent be- 
ing not wholy reconcred of his fickues , in dilcharging, dis 
Piece bzake and ſplit his hand oF, which he is not yet well 
recovered, 

At Captaine Nuports arrinall, w& were vieualled fo 
weine weekes , and having furniſhed dim of what ber 
thought god, be let ſaile fe: England the tenth of Apaill : 
Pailkcr Scriuener and my (els with our hallop , accom- 
panted bim te Taptaine Hcnerick, 

Powhatan haui g foz a farrewell , ſent dim flae 03 firs 
mens loadings, with Turkeres foz {wozys, which bee (ent 
bim in cur return to þ toꝛt:we viſcogered the river of Nav - 
{amd, a pzond warlike as well we may toſtificd,at 
oor fickt arrival! at Che ſiapiack: but that iniuty Cops 
taine Nuport well reuenges at bis returne , where ſome 
of them tntifing him to their Ambuſcadoes by a daunce, hee 
percciging their intent, with a vaily of muſket ſhot , ſlew 
one, and ſhot one oz two moge, as themlelues confeſſe, the 
King at our atiuall ſent foz me to come vnto dim: J ſent him 
wozd what commodities I had to exchange foz wheat, and 
if he would as had the reſt of his Neighboms, conclude a 
Peace,we were contented, at laſt de came downc befoze the 
Boate which rid at anchoz ſome (oztie yards from þ (hoze, 
de dignified to me to come a hoze and ſent a Cano e with 
foure 0; las of his men, (wo whercof Jdefirev to _ 
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board x fo ſtay, 21 would ſend two to telnet with their Bing 
a (haze, to thisbe agre@? ; the Hing wer pꝛieſented with a 
piece of Copper, which he hinol exctpted, and lent foz bc- 
tualls to entirtaine the nirſſengers. 

Paldet Scriuener eng my leite allo, atter that went a 
ſh e: the Ring kindly lead ed v3, requeiiting vs toftap to 
trade tu the next day, which haning done, we returned to 
tye Fozt, this riace is a mulaet ſy5t bzoud , each ſloe being 
ſhould bays#,4 narrow channell but !bzee fadom, his cout le 
foꝛ eigbteene wilcs, elmo directly Sonth, and by ell, 
where beginneth the — =p , fo; a mile il turneth 
dirc>:y Cu, towards the Wed, a great bap and a white 
chaukie Janz, conuentent foz a Fozt: his nert courſe 
Sonth, where within a quarter ofa mile, the tiuet diutive(t 
in two, the neck a plane high Co2ne fi-to,the weſtet bought 
abigh plaine likewile, ie Nexthoatt anſwcrable in all ref- 
pect3 : in thele platnes are planted aborndance of honſcs

At our Fozt, the toles we had were ſo oꝛdinarily ſtolen 
by the Indi ins, as nctelſiity intoꝛted vs to core their bꝛa- 
utng theau:rie: fo; be that ſto!s to day, dur come ag aine 
the nert dag. One ame the red, having to en two 
{wo2ds, J got the Counſels conſent fo let inthe bilboes : 
the nert day with thzx moze he came with ther wo2den 
{w92ds in the m dit of out men to ſteale, their cuſ me is !o 
take any thing they can ceaze off, onelp the people of Pa- 
maunke, were haue not found Ctcaling : bat what others 
can geale. tycir Bing recelueth. 

J bad them depart , bat been their (w022s, . 

ſeem 
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ſamed to defend what they could catch but ont of out 
hands, his pzide bzged me to turne bim from amongſt vs, 
whereat he offres to ſtrike me with his ſwozy, which Jp2c- 
vented, Crſking bim fu ſt: the reſt cffrivg to rtuenge (he 
biow, rcceined ſuch an incounter , andfl:d; the better to 
offcight tem, J purſued them with flue oz fire ſhot, and (0 
chalcd them out of the Aland: the beginning of this bzople, 
litle expcing by bis carriage, we durſt have reſiſted having 
tuen till that pꝛelent, not beene contraviced, cſpecially them 
of Paſpahegh : theſe Indians wit din one houre, having by 
other @aluagcs, then inthe Fozt, bnderflod that I thzeat- 
ned fo be reutnged, came p2eſently of themiclues, and fell 
to wozking vpon our wears, which were (hen in hand by e 
ther  alnages, who ling their pꝛide is incountred, were ls 
ſo ſuboniſſiue, and willing to dos any thing as might be, and 
with trembling feare,deſired to be (riends within thz& daics 
alter: From Nwſamond which is 30,miles from vs the 
King lent vs a Batchet , which thcy had een from vs at 
our being there : the meſſenger as is the cuſtoms , alſo wa 
well rewarded and contented. 

Tye twenty of Apzill,being at wozke, in hetving downs 
Tres, and ſetting Cozne , an alarum cauſed vs with all 
ſpede to fake out armes, tach cxpecting a new aſſavit ofthe 
Saluages: but bnderſtanding it a Boate under ſaile, out 
doubts were pxelently (atiſfled , with the happy fight of 
Puder Nelſon, his many pꝛrrills of cxtreame Rozmcs 
ano tempeſls, Ois (h'p well, as dis company could teſt:fle 
bis care in ſparing out was well: but the pꝛoui · 
dence thereof, as alſo of our ſtones, Yatchets , and other 
f@les, anelx ours excepted , Which of all the reſt was mot 
neceary, which might tnfozce vs to Sink either a leditious 
traitoʒ to our action, 03 a moſt bnconſclonable deceiuer of 
our (ceaſes. This happy arrinall of Maiſtet Ne ſon in 
the Phenix, hauing bane then about thz& monethes mi(- 
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pra. tiens loll: alveit, thatnow at the liſt , bauintz bens 
loug crefied with tempeſtyous- weather, and rontrary 
winds, dis lo vncxptded eo mming, tid ſo caniſh vs with cx- 
caUng iop;, tin nom we thonght our leluca az well fitted, 
us our harts could with , both with a competent numbec of 
men, as alla to? all other nadfull pꝛoniians, till a further 
ſuppi ſhoaldt oma vato-vs : whereupon the firſt thing that

Chicahamanya , bad entended fo ſurpziſe vs at wozke, to 
bane bad our tels: Powhatan g al his would ſame friends, 
fil Captaine Nuports teturue that he had againe his man, 
which ye called N. montack, where With a great feaſt hee 
would (0 enamo; Captain Nuport : his men, as they ſhould 
ceaze on dim, and the like traps would be lated fo; the reſt. 

This trap fo; our tles, we ſuſpected the chicfe occaſion 
was loure daics befoze Powhatan had ſent the boy de 
to vs, with many Turkics to Poiſter Scriuener, and ME, 
vaderCanding J would go vp into his Countries to deſtroy 
them,and he doobted it the moze, inthat J lo oft pꝛadiied 
my men, whoſe ſhoting de heard to dus owne lodging, that 
much feared his wives, and chilozen ; we ſent him wozd, we 
cntenved no ſuch thing, bat only to goe to Powhaian,, ts 
ſecke ones to make Yatchets, cxcept dis men ſhot at b«, 
as Paſpahegh had told vs they would, which if they div 
ſhote but one arrowe we would deflrop them , and leaſt 
this milchi:fe might happen, lent” the boy to acquaint him 
thus much, and reqaefl dim to lend vs Weanock,one of his 
labie ds foz a guide p boy be returned backe with dis Chest, 
d apparell, hich then we had giuen him, deſſring another 
(oz him, 5 cauſe was, he was pzactiſing With the Chikaha- 
manias, as the boy ſuſpected ſome villanie,by their extraozdie 
nary reſozt,q ſecret conſerence from whencs (hey would ſend 
dim. The boy we kerps, nom we would ſend him many mel. 
lengers e pzeſents, the guide we deſircd ho ſent vs,q with- 
all requeſted vs foretorne dim, eithet the boy,0z ſome other, 
but none he could haut, 6 that day theſe Judians were ap- 
pꝛehenned, his ſonne with others 5 had loaded at our Fozf, 
returned q being out of the Fan, rapled on me,to divers of 
our men to be enemies ts dim, i to þChikamanias,net long 
after Weanock Þ had bin with vs fo; our guide whom we 
kept to h aut conduged vs in another jorrny, w a alle excule

returned,ond lecretly after him, Amoc is the Paſpaheyan,

ning that ſhs ſaw their fathers: and Iriends' come qutetly; 
gad in god tearmes fo entreate thetf itvertte; |

vas taken vpon, Icparating htailelſe from the rt

ber: alter having well ted the n as all the time o their im- 
pziſonment z' we gane them theit dowes, arrewes, 93 
what dia tdep bad, and with noch ' content}, ſent them 
packing: Pocahurtas , alſo we requited, with ſurh trifles 
as contcnted her to tel that we had bied þ Paſpahey ans very 
kindly in ſo releaflag them. The next day we dad ſuſpition 
of ſome other pzactile foz an Ambalcado , but perfely we 
could not viſcover it, two allet a Paſpabeyan, came 
to ſhew vs a gliſtering Þ rall lone: and with agnes de⸗ 
tmonſtrating it to be in great absundance,like vnto Reckes, 
with ſome de zen moze, J was ſent to ſake to digge ſome 
quantilte, and the Inde an fo conduct me: but ſuſpt ding 
this ſame tricke fo delude bs, loʒ to get ſome Topper of vs, 
oz with ſome amduſcado to betray bs, laing dim faltet in his 
tale, being two miles on rg 
abrfing 22. 
— hr nde the 
flippe : Ichewed ht Copper, nh Ip DCE 
nen dim il hc had perſozmed his pzowilſe,vat toʒ his ſceffing 
and abuſing bs, J gan bim twentte [4ſh2s with a Rope, 
and dis bowes and arcowes, bidding him ſhale if he vurſt, 
and lo let him goe. 
In all this time, our men being all oz the moſt part well 
ret o nered, 
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tetouered, and we not wuling to trifle away moz2 time then 
neceſſitie enſ{ozced vs vnto, we thought gay fo; the better 
content of the adnenturcrs, in ſome reaſonable [/;t to 
fraight home Pallet Nelſon with Cedar wad, about 
which out men going with willing minds, was in very gon 
time iſfedted, and the ſhip ſent fo England; wee now te 
maining being in god health, all our men wel cõ tated,ſta 
from mutinies, in lone one lolth another, 4 as we hepe ia a 
continuall peace with the Indians, where we doubt not but 
by Gods gracious aſſiſtance, and the aduenturers wilting 
minds. and ſpadie furtherance toſo denozable an action in 
aftcr times, to ſet out Nation to enjoy a Country, not oacly 
excerding plealant oz habitation, but allo very pzofitable fo; 
comerce in generall , no donbt plcaſing to alwightle Geo, 

bonourable to our gracious'/@oncraigne,ent commodious 
generally (s the whole Kingdome.
